Council plans to spend 
WG windfall on roads 


The Guys and Dolls will be 
rocking the boat next week 


A BETTER than 
expected settlement 
from the Welsh 
Government (WG) 
has led Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council (BCBC) to 
allocate £2 million 
to improving roads. 

The total extra cash 
provided by WG has 
not been revealed at this 
stage, but The GEM 
understands that the 
council is still consid¬ 
ering other areas where 
cash could be spent. 

A BCBC spokesper¬ 
son said: “An additional 
£2m is being proposed 
for the council’s budget 


to help address a major 
backlog of highways and 
maintenance issues in 
the county. 

“The llinding will be 
invested in areas such 
as road resurfacing, 
bridge-strengthening 
and flood prevention, 
including improve¬ 
ments to culverts and 
gulley-cleaning. 

“It will also be used 
to clean up sites in 
preparation for hous¬ 
ing and commercial 
development.” 

BCBC’s deputy 
leader, Cllr Hywel 
Williams, said the plans 
involved increasing the 
budget for infrastructure 
by £2m every year.

He said: “We have 
a £39 million backlog 
of highways and main¬ 
tenance issues in the 
county - if we don’t 
undertake major resur¬ 
facing work now then the 
cost and the backlog will 
grow and it will actually 
cost the taxpayer twice as 
much in the long run. 

“A recent investment 
into our infrastructure 
means there’s been fewer 
insurance claims against 
the local authority and 
by investing more, we 
can reduce the potential 
liability for claims in the 
future. 

“We also recognise 
that in terms of the 
footways it’s important 
to have good quality 
ones for people with 
mobility issues - there 
will be funding for more 
dropped kerbs, especially 
for people with wheel¬ 
chairs and walking aids 
to get about and access 
different services.” 

Cllr Williams said the 
local authority was now 
able provide the invest¬ 
ment due to having a 
boost in its funding from 
Welsh Government. 

He said: “Previously 


it’s been difficult because 
ongoing austerity and 
budget cuts have put 
considerable pressure on 
a number of services. 

“During our public 
consultation on this 
year’s budget, people 
said they wanted to see 
investment in schools, 
social services for chil¬ 
dren and older people, 
and roads - they were the 
big three. 

“We have a huge net¬ 
work of roads and work 
will take us time but 
we are hoping to have a 
long-term programme. 

“We want it to make 
a difference - we don’t 
want to be leaving a 
much bigger liability for 
the next generation.” 

The total budget 
for the public realm is 
£ 19.6m - this includes 
£8.5m for waste collec¬ 
tion and disposal. 

Funding for the infra¬ 
structure investment 
forms part of the budget 
proposals which will go 
before full council later 
this month.

C LLR Ian Perry raises the important ques¬ 
tion of grants from community and town 
councils to support the upkeep of church 
burial grounds (GEM letters, January 30), 

The Church in Wales is disestablished. Its church¬ 
yards operating as burial grounds are governed, pri¬ 
marily by the Welsh Church (Burial Grounds) Act 
1945. This act places a duty on the Church in Wales 
to bury people from within the relevant parish on the 
basis that ‘no discrimination shall be made between 
the burial of members of the Church in Wales and 
of other persons’. (Section 4.1). Thus, Church in 
Wales’ burial grounds directly benefit the whole 
community but, without any other grant funding, are 
maintained at the expense of the local church itself 
Furthermore, churchyards and burial grounds are 
vital green spaces and often vital repositories of 
biodiversity. They contain ancient trees and mark 


the lives of the people of Wales. 

The 2017 English Cathedral and Church Build¬ 
ings Sustainability Review commissioned by HM 
Government looked at the specific point of the 
confusion arising from wording of Section 8 of 
the Local Government Act 1894. This concluded 
that subsequent legislation does allow for all local 
authorities, including community and town councils, 
to contribute to the upkeep of church property under 
certain circumstances - mainly related to the public 
benefit achieved. 

The Church in Wales is enormously grateful to all 
the local authorities and town and community coun¬ 
cils who have sought to assist local churches with 
the management costs of their churchyards over the 
years. We are certain they are legally entitled to do 
so, but more importantly, this support ensures these 
vital resources are maintained for the benefit of the 
public and local community.

Colin Smith, Vale Council operational manager 
for Neighbourhood Services and Transport, said: 
“We would like to thank the kayaking group for 
cleaning the beach and improving the local environ¬ 
ment and we are sorry that they were unable to 
dispose of their waste at our recycling centre. 

“Unfortunately, under the terms of the environ¬ 
ment licence, only residential waste can be accepted 
and the contractors that manage the site on our 
behalf have a legal duty to ensure that it remains 
compliant. 


“However, we do provide a separate waste col¬ 
lection service to all voluntary litter picking groups 
across the Vale and would ask the kayaking group 
to contact us in advance so we can ensure that we 
provide them with the appropriate service. ”

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Prison visitor hid drugs 
in his underwear 


Man jailed for stealing 
from blind woman 


SECURITY officers at Bridgend’s Parc 
Prison had a surprise when a visitor 
removed his boxer shorts, Cardiff Crown 
Court has been told. 

Concealed inside were elass C drugs worth more 
than £2,000, said proseeutor Thomas Stanway. 

Leighton Brown, 21, broke down in tears and told 
them: “This has wreeked my life.” 

Brown, of Townhill, Swansea, admitted taking a 
prohibited substanee, Subutex, into the prison. 

He was jailed for six months, and was told by 
Judge Paul Thomas: “You have learned a very hard 
lesson.” 

He added: “You took a ehanee and it didn’t eome 
off.” 

Mr Stanway said that on May 15, Brown was 
visiting a friend in the prison and when he was 
stopped and searehed, he removed his boxer shorts. 


Hidden, and wrapped in eling film, were 41 
tablets, worth £2,050. 

His solieitor, Robert Chudleigh, said Brown had 
been told by his friend that if he didn’t take the 
drugs into the prison, the inmate would be harmed. 

“He beeame very nervous when he entered the 
prison,” said Mr Chudleigh. 

He added that he had suffered from depression. 

“He apologises profusely and realises how foolish 
and stupid he has been.” 

The Judge said: “This is a very sad ease. Taking 
any type of drugs into prison is a serious matter, 
and it is only very rarely that eustodial sentenees 
ean be avoided. 

“Drugs in prison eause great problems and under¬ 
mine diseipline. It was not a minor amount but I 
aeeept you are immature and I bear in mind your age 
and that you have lost your job and a relationship.” 


Crown Court jury finds serving 
councillor guilty of theft 


A SERVING Bridgend County Borough 
councillor, David Owen, has been found 
guilty of conspiring to steal a £9,000 off 
road vehicle in a trial that took place in 
Newport Crown Court. 

The court was told that a police investigation 
began when the vehicle was reported as stolen. 

Cllr Owen who represents the Nantymoel ward 
as an independent, is a member of the Independent 
Alliance. 

He denied the charge, but the jury found him 


guilty. 

His wife, Kelly Owen, was also found guilty of 
committing an act intending to pervert the course 
of justice by deleting the contents of a mobile 
phone. 

Judge Richard Williams told the couple to 
expect a custodial sentence. A pre-sentence report 
is to be prepared, and the couple are due to appear 
for sentence on March 2, at Newport Crown 
Court. 


A PROLIFIC burglar who befriended 
an elderly blind woman at church 
before targeting her home has been 
jailed for five years. 

Kevin Kelly attended a film night at the 
Emmanuel Christehureh in Bridgend at the end 
of Deeember, where he introdueed himself as 
‘Dave’ and was weleomed by the eongregation. 

Following the film, Kelly was given a lift 
home by the pastor alongside a woman in her 
80s who was aeeompanied by her guide dog. 

The following morning the woman was alone 
at home awaiting a delivery when she heard a 
knoek at the door. 

Reeognising ‘Dave’s’ distinetive Neweastle 
aeeent, the vietim allowed him in to her home 
after he asked to use the toilet. 

He told her he was freezing eold and on his 
way to see his daughter in hospital, and asked if 
he eould have a eup of tea to warm up. 

While in the kitehen, the woman heard him 
say he was going outside to answer a eall. 

Kelly failed to return and a short time later 
the woman diseovered her handbag had been 
moved and her purse and its eontents removed. 

The 47-year-old was subsequently arrested 
and later pleaded guilty to burglary at Cardiff 
Magistrates’ Court. 

Following senteneing at Cardiff Crown Court 
today, offieer in the ease DC Daniel Parry said: 
“This was a ealeulated and partieularly eruel 
ineident. 

“Kevin Kelly very elearly sought out a plaee 
where he knew he would meet generous and 
trusting people, and deliberately targeted a 
partieularly vulnerable woman in the plaee 
where she should feel safest. 

“The ineident has shaken the woman’s nat¬ 
urally trusting personality and has affeeted her 
independenee. 

“Kelly - who has a string of eonvietions for 
similar offenees around the eountry - showed

a eomplete disregard for the vietim and the huge 
impaet his eallous aetions would have upon her, and 
I’m pleased the eourt has reeognised the gravity of his 
offending and imposed a eustodial sentenee so that he 
is unable to prey on anyone else.”

Alun Harries, charity manager for Wastesavers, 
which is running the shop in partnership with 
Bridgend County Borough Council and Kier said:

“He has been promoting the reuse message for 
five decades and we hope parents who remember 
him pass his important message onto the next 
generation.”

Helping those who have served 


leader has welcomed the major conser¬ 
vation work being undertaken at Coity 
Castle this spring. 

The castle, which is maintained by Cadw, is 
undergoing a three-year programme of restora¬ 
tion works using traditional building materials and 
techniques. The project will include repointing, 
structural pinning and the minor rebuilding of 
sections of masonry. 

During the process, detailed records will be taken 
before, during and after the works to help Cadw get 
the best possible understanding of the history of the 
castle and how it evolved over time. 

Council leader Huw David said: “Coity Castle 
has stood for over 900 years, and this project will 


it stand for many more hundreds of years. It has a 
fascinating history and is a jewel in the crown of 
Welsh history. 

“It was one of the 12 knights of Glamorgan 
that helped build the castle and it was besieged by 
Owain Glyndwr in the early 1400s, so it has stood 
the test of time. 

“We are really excited with this investment taking 
place, ensuring its future for generations to come.” 

The work is part of a £4.25m investment from 
Welsh Government in the conservation and devel¬ 
opment of sites in Cadw’s care during 2020/21. 

The castle grounds will remain open to the public 
throughout the works, but the main structure of the 
castle will not be accessible from March 2020 for 
the duration of the year. 


BRIDGEND Carers Centre is currently 
delivering support to veteran carers, and 
to those veterans who are being cared 
for.

Girls compete 
in hi-tech 
competition 



A TEAM of four girls from Maesteg 
Comprehensive School have reached the 
semi-finals of the Longitude Explorer 
Prize - one of only three schools from 
Wales to get that far in the competition. 

The other two semi-finalists were Gowerton 
School and Ysgol Maesydderwen - both from the 
Swansea area. 

The Longitude Explorer Prize is a £25,000 
prize for young people to create and develop tech 
solutions to the major challenges our world faces. 

The Maesteg team recently attended a big 
meet-up of all of 60 semi-final teams at the Queen 
Elizabeth Olympic Park, where they learned about 
coding, artificial intelligence and presentation 
skills to help them develop their idea and make it a 
reality over the next six months. 

If the team make the cut to go on and contest 
the final, they will receive resources, mentoring 
and support to develop their concept into a detailed 
idea, and finally a product in the hope of winning 
the grand prize of £25,000 in July. Three run¬ 
ners-up will also receive £10,000. 


THE National Secular Society (NSS) has 
been refused permission for a judicial 
review against the Vale Council over the 
expansion of a Church in Wales faith 
school. 

The NSS supported James Brunt, a local parent, 
who attempted to challenge a decision to expand 
St David’s Church in Wales Primary School in the 
village of Colwinston. 

The expansion will see the school move to a new 
site previously earmarked for a possible new school. 

The Welsh Government and Vale Council are 
due to give buildings and land worth £4.2m to the 
Church in Wales for free. 

In May, 2019, the Vale Council said that the 
land used for the new school building would be 
transferred to the diocese, as is the case with other 
Church in Wales schools. 

However, the council insisted that it would retain 
ownership of other land on the site. 

The NSS and Mr Brunt argued that the council: 

• Failed to consider the impact of its decision 
on families of other faiths and no religion. 

• Used an irrational methodology to predict 
future demand for Church in Wales school 
places. 

An NSS spokesman said: “The Vale Council 
calculated that demand for Church in Wales places 
would be 52% of the total requirement generated 
by new local housing developments (69 out of 132 
primary places). 

“In doing so, the council simply used existing 
provision as a proxy for determining future need 
- taking no account of actual levels of religious 
observance in the area.” 

But at a permission hearing at Civil and Family 
Justice Centre in Cardiff last week. Justice Swift 
said the local authority’s approach was “legally 
permissible”. 

The NSS argues that the decision means new 
pupil places will be in a religious school that 


emphasises “the importance of prayer, worship and 
Christian teaching” and discriminates in admissions 
against children from non-Christian families. 

The Vale Council argued in May last year that 
children from all faiths are welcome to apply 
for the school, although it agrees that Christian 
children would get priority should the school be 
over-subscribed. 

NSS chief executive Stephen Evans said the 
decision not to grant permission for the review was 
“deeply frustrating”. 

He said: “It’s concerning that faith schools are 
being opened and expanded with little evidence 
of current or future demand for them. The Vale 
Council’s decision will lead to a growing number of 
non-Christians being left with no option other than a 
Church in Wales school. 

“The state is effectively forcing children into faith 
schools. This undermines parental rights and pupils’ 
freedom to develop their own beliefs, free from 
religious influence. 

“Politicians should not entrench and expand faith 
schooling without regard for the impact on or suit¬ 
ability for families, and the judicial system should 
ensure they are held to account when they do.” 

James Brunt said: “It is highly disappointing 
that the council, by its own admission, without any 
reference to religious demographics whatsoever, 
and without any attempt to predict future demand, 
has decided to increase the provision of faith school 
places in the Vale of Glamorgan. 

“This is considerably more frustrating as the 
Western Vale, at 41%, has a significantly higher 
prevalence of faith school provision at a primary 
level than any other local authority in Wales; but a 
level of Christianity, as measured by the last census, 
that is virtually identical to the national average. 

“Plainly, and without considerable effort, one can 
easily contend that the provision of faith schools in 
the Western Vale is already disproportionately high, 
and that any argument for additional community 
school places is, after all, rather well-founded.” 


A Vale Council spokesperson said: “We welcome 
last week’s decision regarding our plans to replace 
the current St David’s Church In Wales Primary 
School building on its existing site in Colwinston. 

“This school has been included in the council’s 
21st Century Schools Programme of investment 
to meet the anticipated future demand for Church 
in Wales education as well as addressing the poor 
condition and suitability of the existing buildings. 

“Recent and proposed housing developments in 
the western Vale have resulted in increased demand 
for educational services and the council has a 
statutory duty to secure sufficient school places both 
in number and character. 

“Schools with a religious designation, such as 
St David’s are expected to provide an environment 
which offers good-quality pastoral care and ensures 
inclusion of all children regardless of faith, pro¬ 
viding education for learners from both the local 
neighbourhood and the wider community. 

“The anticipated cost of the new school is just 
over £4 million, with 85% of its funding coming 
from Welsh Government and the remaining 15 per 
cent being funded by the Council. The council’s 
contribution will not be paid for by the tax payer 
but from Section 106 contributions received from 
housing developers. 

“As is the case with all other voluntary aided 
schools, the land that the new building occupies 
would be transferred to the diocese. The remaining 
land on the site, including the land currently occu¬ 
pied by the existing building, would remain under 
the ownership of the Vale Council. 

“St David’s CIW Primary School recruitment 
and admissions policies are inclusive. Job applica¬ 
tions are welcomed from all irrespective of gender, 
ethnicity, attainment, disability, cultural, social or 
linguistic background. 

“Applications from children actively involved 
in a Christian or other faith community are given 
priority if the number of applications exceeds the 
number of places available.”

Pupils spread ‘don’t litter’ 
message 



HUNDREDS of pupils in Kenfig Hill, 
Pyle and Cefn Cribwr have been busy 
taking part in an anti-littering campaign, 
learning about the effects of rubbish in 
their community.

BCBC’s deputy leader Hywel Williams said: “It 
has been wonderflil to see the children’s enthusiasm 
for this project, and their creative designs, which 
will now be turned into signs and placed across their 
community. 

“There is no excuse when it comes to dropping 
litter and I hope their message will inspire others to 
keep their community clean and tidy.” 

Brian Jones from Keep Wales Tidy said the 
children had loved learning about their local 
environment. 

He said: “There’s been a great response to the 
campaign, children have really enjoyed the oppor¬ 
tunity to get out into their community and onto the 
beach, where they see the consequences of littering 
in different environments.” 

Jo Taylor-King, assistant manager of SeaQuest, 
said: “SeaQuest have been delighted to see such a 
magnificent response to the Love It, Don’t Trash 
It! campaign.

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Business owner found old rocking 
horse after more than twenty years 


A BUSINESS owner said 
she was “practically crying” 
with happiness when she was 
reunited with a rocking horse 
she had wanted to buy nearly 
thirty years ago. 

Suzanne Dickenson, the owner of 
Trade Price Sofas, originally came 
across the wooden rocking horse 27 
years ago when she was a regular 
shopper in Cowbridge. 

Trade Price Sofas has now opened 
a new shop called Enchante, home 
to the rocking horse which has been 
called Rupert, which sells a variety 
of high quality sofas and interiors in 
Cowbridge. 

Suzanne, from Llantrisant, said: 
“I used to be a regular customer in 
Cowbridge and I used to go back and 
forth to this shop called Xantippe to 
buy things for my son who was two 
at the time. 

“In this shop there was this 
wooden rocking hose. I’ve always 
had a love for rocking horses - they 
always have a story around them 
and they look great. It was so tall 
and amazing but it had a high price 
tag on it.” 

Suzanne said she wanted to buy 
it for her son, Jordan Smith, for 
Christmas or his birthday but it had 
a “high price tag” of around £2,000. 

She said she would always call the 
shop or go back to visit to check the 
wooden rocking horse was still there, 
however she never bought it and it 
was eventually sold. 

Suzanne said it was this rocking 
horse which inspired her to look for a 


rocking horse to decorate Enchante. 

She said: “I set out to find a 
rocking horse for the shop because 
the one in the shop in Cowbridge 
always used to make me smile, and 
I thought ‘hopefully I can find a cute 
one which can come here and do the 
same for others’.

Suzanne said she is also in talks 
with Sophie Hinchliffe, known 
publicly as Mrs Hinch, who is a 
household advice guru from Essex as 
well as Kerry Katona. 

Suzanne said it was “extending the 
business” and giving it a base which 
prospective customers, including 
high profile clients, could visit. 

She said: “I’ve been in the furnish¬ 
ing industry for 27-30 years. I’ve got 
an Instagram with the company’s 
sofas with different celebrities like 
the Geordie Shore girls. 

“We sell the sofas across the UK, 
I have a couple of warehouses but 
what’s why decided to open a shop in 
Cowbridge, it’s bringing something 
back to the town - especially with 
the number of things closing and it’s 
bringing people here.”

Many groups from across the constituency have suc¬ 
cessfully applied for funding in recent years - and 
we’re always delighted when we hear about the success 
groups have had.

PLANS for an apprenticeship pro¬ 
gramme at Bridgend County Borough 
Council are being developed to ensure 
the local authority retains the special¬ 
ist skills it needs for the future. 

The £600,000 programme will enable staff to 
undertake formal training alongside the devel¬ 
opment of practical skills, targeting posts such 
as highways engineers, planners and surveyors 
as well as those in IT, building control and 
transportation. 

Council leader Huw David said: “The aim 
is to grow our own skilled and professional 
workforce, particularly in services where, quite 
often, we simply can’t recruit to roles because 
we don’t pay as well as the private sector. 


THE Royal National Lifeboat Institution (RNLI) is currently 
looking to recruit more face-to-face fundraisers in Porthcawl 
to help share safety messages and encourage new supporters to 
sign up and donate after the charity experienced a shortfall in 
funds last year. 

With 238 lifeboat stations, 431 lifeboats and 5,500 volunteer crew members, 
plus 1,500 lifeguards patrolling over 240 UK beaches, the RNLI’s remit is vast. 
The charity is currently facing a ‘perfect storm’ of being busier than ever while 
its income is down. The charity needs to keep raising money to cover the ongo¬ 
ing work needed to maintain and upgrade lifeboats, stations, kit and training. 

Working in a team at some stunning coastal locations around the UK and 
Ireland, the role of a face-to-face fundraiser would suit dynamic and engaging 
individuals with great interpersonal skills who can share inspiring stories of 
volunteer crews and lifeguards with those visiting the beach and at public 
events, while also engaging new audiences and inspiring regular supporters. 

A crucial part of the role will include educating visitors about safety mes¬ 
sages and a drive to help sign up new supporters, to make regular donations to 
the RNLI. Evan Chrisp knows first-hand about the importance of the RNLI’s 


safety advice after some safety messaging from that charity helped save his life. 

Evan says: “A couple of years ago when I was caught in a rip current, I 
remembered the RNLI Float to Live advice. I stayed calm and floated with the 
help of a surfer until a lifeboat crew rescued me.” Since being rescued Evan 
has become an RNLI ambassador, and has this year also joined the fundraising 
team. “Knowing that a simple but effective safety message saved my life. I’m 
now inspired to share this with others in the hope it may just save someone’s 
family member or loved one. 

“To know I can help save lives and to encourage people to sign up to support 
the charity gives me a great deal of satisfaction; and working with a team at 
various outdoor locations is a great way of making new friends, while having 
fun at the same time.” 

For the first time, the charity is recruiting face-to-face fundraisers to cover 
the main season, which runs from April - October, as well as the usual peak 
season running through July and August. Training will be given in all aspects 
required for the role.

“Due to austerity, we haven’t been able to 
invest in apprentices and graduate places and 
therefore we haven’t been able to develop our 
future workforce in-house. 

“We recognise that’s not sustainable - we 
have an ageing workforce and many people that 
we rely on are reaching retirement age. 

“It’s not only good for the organisation but 
the local area because even if these individuals 
don’t continue to work for us it will boost the 
skills of the local workforce.”

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E-Foiling - the latest high adrenahne 
water sport is coming to Swansea 


E-FOIL surfing - the latest trend in 
watersports where riders use high tech 
boards equipped with electric motors to 
glide high above the water - is coming to 
Swansea this Easter. 

It will be one of the first plaees in Wales to offer 
the sport. Matt Barker Smith, a watersports operator 
in Swansea, will launeh e-foiling sessions in April 
to boost the start of the summer tourism season. 
E-Foils work by propelling water baekwards by use 
of a small battery operated eleetrie motor attaehed 
to an underwater wing. Speed increases to lOmph 
as the hydrodynamically shaped wings create lift, so 
the boards float above the surface. 

Matt, who runs The SUP Hut, described e-foiling 
as an extremely exciting and exhilarating sport 
where riders can reach speeds of up to 20mph on 
boards that rise up to 50 centimetres above the 


water. He said: “They’re magical to use and a 
superb way to explore and discover our amazing 
coastline and coves. The foil is quiet yet powerful, 
and feels as if you’re floating.” 

As a qualified trainer with the Water Skills 
Academy, Matt was invited to host their first 
hydrofoil workshop last year at Port Eynon which 
attracted around 50 people from around the UK. 
He said: “This sport is just taking off in the 
UK so it’s good to be at the forefront of what I 
anticipate will be a hugely popular new addition 
to the watersports on offer, and yet another reason 
for people to visit the area. Our launch supports the 
growing recognition of Wales as a major centre for 
activity based holidays and ties in with 2020 being 
designed by VisitWales as the Year of Outdoors, 
promoting unique outdoor experiences, adventures 
and events.”

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‘Big step’ forward for law 
banning animals in circuses 


Wick YFC shine light on marine 
pollution at county drama finals 


A BAN on the use of wild animals in trav¬ 
elling circuses in Wales is one step closer 
to coming into force after completing 
stage two of its legislative proceedings. 

Travelling circus life compromises welfare for 
wild animals and the law will outlaw the use of 
wild animals in this environment, with Wales set 
to join 45 other countries who have taken action. 

RSPCA Cymru had worked closely with mem¬ 
bers of the Senedd on a series of amendments they 
hoped would improve the Bill yet further, but these 
did not receive majority support during stage two 
proceedings. 

The animal welfare charity is eager to see further 
improvements to the proposed law including those 
that would deliver a full ban on wild animals 
travelling with a circus, close loopholes, implement 
the ban sooner and extend punishment provisions. 

As drafted, the law is due to come into force on 
December 1, 2020. 


Chris O’Brien of RSPCA said: “With stage two 
consideration complete, a ban on the use of wild 
animals in travelling circuses is one big step closer. 
Confinement, stressful transportation, forced train¬ 
ing and abnormal social groupings are all a grim 
reality for the animals involved. 

“While the legislation is very welcome, we are 
eager to secure further improvements to the Bill. 
We’re really grateful to those who supported these 
calls. The RSPCA is disappointed these amend¬ 
ments weren’t successful, but will continue to work 
hard in the hope of further improving this important 
law as Wales gets ever nearer to bidding farewell to 
the outdated spectacle of wild animals being used 
in travelling circuses. 

“Clearly, this was an important day for animals 
with this ban one step closer to reality. We can’t 
wait to see the use of wild animals in travelling 
circuses consigned to the history books in Wales 
once and for all.” 


MP continues campaign for 
new station 


MP for the Vale, Alun 
Cairns, has met with the 
Secretary of State for 
Transport, Grant Shapps 
MP and his deputy, Chris 
Heaton Harris MP, to 
discuss the case for a new 
train station in St Athan.

Fire service predicts call 
outs for year 


SOUTH Wales Fire and Rescue Service 
has revealed the number of incidents it 
expects to attend next year. 

A report for the Authority meeting on February 10 
shows the the authority’s expectations for 2020/2021 
in relation to the number of fires attended, false 
alarms, road traffic crashes, special service calls, 
deaths and injuries and the percentage of house fires 
kept to the room where they originated. 

The number of fires attended in the current finan¬ 
cial year of 2019/2020 is currently predicted to be 
lower than the number recorded during 2018/2019 
and the provisional target for next year is 6,043. For 
false alarms, the number this year is also set to be 
lower than last year’s with a projected total for next 
year of 7,869 and the number of road traffic crashes 


is also predicted to be lower this year than last year 
with a target of 1,110 for 2020/2021. 

But for special service calls, which are services 
other than firefighting, the number of incidents this 
year is due to be higher than last year’s, with 2,276 
predicted for the next financial year. The number 
of deaths and injuries as a result of fire in 2019/20 
is currently predicted to be slightly lower than the 
number attended last year, with 72 the projected 
figure for 2020/2021. 

The same is true of the number of deaths and 
injuries as a result of an accidental fire which is 
currently predicted to be lower than the number last 
year with a forecast of 57 for next year. 

The percentage of house fires confined to the room 
where the fires started is predicted to be higher than 
last year with the target for next year being 84%.

Speaking after the official announcement was made 
in Cardiff, Farmers’ Union of Wales deputy president 
Ian Rickman said: “This is a most welcome step in the 
right direction. Given the uncertainty our farmers face 
over future trade deals, supporting local suppliers is 
key to ensuring we have thriving, sustainable family 
farms here in Wales. 

“Farmers in Wales produce excellent, sustainable, 
quality PGI Welsh beef and PGI Welsh lamb and we 
are confident shoppers won’t be disappointed by the 
new range. I can only encourage other supermarkets, 
restaurants, cafes and anyone else who is involved in 
the food supply chain to follow suit.” 

From February 12 a range of 13 different products, 
including a selection of filet, ribeye and sirloin steaks, 
both 28 and 21 day matured, as well as roasting joints 
and diced beef, will be available in over 50 stores 
across Wales. The deputy president also used the 
opportunity to remind the Welsh Government that the 
decision to leave the EU presents an opportunity to 
revisit procurement laws and policies. 

“Aldi is setting an outstanding example with 
their commitment and I urge the Welsh and UK 
Government to remember that we now have an 
opportunity to revisit procurement laws and policies 
in a way which ensures public bodies also lead by 
example in terms of supporting local, Welsh and UK 
food and farming businesses.

Penarth Ramblers explore 
the Ely Trail 


IT seemed a good idea when Alison from 
Penarth and District Ramblers, having 
been forced to cancel her planned walk 
and choose a more local one instead, 
opted to use public transport. 

However things did not go quite to plan as 
roadworks held up their first bus which meant they 
missed their connection in Cardiff. Finally arriving 
at St Fagans, and setting off to walk the seven-mile 
Ely Trail one hour later than planned, at least the 
sun was shining as the group of 10 tramped along 
the east bank of the Ely River and through Gian 
Ely Woods. 

It is impossible for the trail to follow the river 
in its entirety so the route which is shared by 
pedestrians and cyclists that opened in 2009 wends 
its way through built up areas as well. 

Pavement pounding along Bwlch and Norbury 
roads they made their way to a small park close 
to Waun y Groes railway station and stopped for 
morning break, which tended to be a lunch stop as 
well due to the late start. 

Then, crossing the footbridge over the main 
Cardiff to Swansea railway line and waving to 
a passing train, they were delighted when the 
driver hooted a reply back to them. Reaching Ely, 
where the trail has been diverted as a total of 800 
new homes are being constructed on the old Arjo 
Wiggins Paper Mill site, they learned that when 
building work is over the trail will run along the 
east side of the river. 

Continuing through a wooded area alongside the 
busy A4232 and close to the river, they arrived at 
Leckwith Road where the medieval Leckwith Old 


Bridge is still used but only to provide access to 
Leckwith Bridge House. 

After crossing the busy road and continuing 
through open ground at Leckwith Moors Park and 
Grangemoor Park, more pavement pounding led 
them through Penarth Marina and across Pont y 
Werin or the ‘People’s Bridge’ over the River Ely, 
which forms part of a circular walk around Cardiff 
Bay. 

Climbing uphill they made their way back to 
Penarth Leisure Centre, marvelling at the fact that 
despite a few muddy areas, walking boots were 
clean which under present conditions is something 
of a miracle. 

On February 15, an 8.5-mile easy/moderate walk 
taking in Clytha Folly and Bettws Newydd Church 
with a stunning display of snowdrops along the 
way, will leave Cogan at 9.30am; call Jan/John on

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Campaigner calls for advertising 
board ban across Wales 


SWAM open day for 
youngsters 


A PARTIALLY sighted south 
Wales woman is campaign¬ 
ing to get street advertising 
boards banned across Wales. 

Angharad Padget-Jones, 26, from 
Port Talbot, is registered as severely 
sight impaired and says that advertis¬ 
ing A-boards severely impact blind 
and partially sighted people, making 
it harder for them to maintain their 
independence. 

Angharad is campaigning for a 
nationwide ban with support from 
RNIB Cymru and has submitted a 
petition to the National Assembly 
for Wales which received more than 
80 signatures. The petition will be 
reviewed by the Petitions Committee 
this year. 

A-boards are commonly found on 
pavements outside shops and cafes. 
They can pose a significant problem 
for blind and partially sighted people 
as they severely limit street access, 
putting people at increased risk of 
trips and falls. They often force people 
with sight loss or other mobility issues 
to walk on the road to avoid them, 
risking serious injury. As they are 
rarely in fixed positions, blind and 
partially sighted people often cannot 
rely on pre-leamed routes, which lim¬ 
its the extent to which they can walk 
confidently and safely on the street. 

There are currently 111,000 people 
living with sight loss in Wales and 
this number is set to double by 2050. 
A-boards are not currently banned in 
Wales, but regulations regarding their 
use vary across Welsh councils. 

A year-long trial ban on A-boards 
and temporary on-street advertis¬ 
ing was launched in Edinburgh in 
November 2018. A review by 


Edinburgh Council’s Transport and 
Environment Committee found that 
the ban was successful in making 
the city’s streets more accessible and 
recommended that it remain in place. 

Angharad said: “Most people with 
reduced mobility are affected by 
A-boards, whether they are blind or 
partially sighted, in a wheelchair or 
pushing a pram. As I lost my sight, I 
kept tripping over them and injuring 
myself It is hard to get about when 
there are A-boards propped against 
every building and being blown 
around. Walking down the street feels 
like an obstacle course. 

“The A-board ban in Edinburgh 
has been so successful. I visited the 
city twice in the last year. It was the 
first time I went independently with 
my guide dog and I felt much safer 
on the streets there than I do in my 
home town. 

“The world can be a scary place 
when you can’t see, and this is one 
small thing Welsh businesses and 
councils can do to make it feel safer 
for people with disabilities. We have 
the infrastructure in Wales to make 
our streets more accessible. We need 
a nationwide ban and for each council 
to enforce it. 

“I am thrilled to have received so 
much support for the petition from the 
public and Welsh Assembly members. 
I look forward to the Assembly dis¬ 
cussing the petition in the New Year 
and moving forward with this issue.” 

RNIB Cymru Campaigns Officer 
Kirsty James said: “All pavement 
obstructions have adverse effects on 
blind and partially sighted people 
because they make getting around 
harder. The more difficult it is to get 



around, the less freedom 
and opportunity people 
have to participate in 
their local community 
and contribute to society. 
We will continue to sup¬ 
port Angharad with her 
important campaign and 
hope to see real change 
from the Welsh Assembly 
in the new year.” 

RNIB Cymru is calling 
for all local authorities in 
Wales to explore the fol¬ 
lowing options, working 
with blind and partially 
sighted people: 

• Conduct audits and 
introduce a zero-toler¬ 
ance policy to A-boards; 

• Produce clear 


guidelines for businesses; 

• Work with local blind 
and partially sighted 
people to monitor and 
mitigate the impact of 
any temporary obstruc¬ 
tions that appear on the 
highway; 

• Work with local 
business owners to make 
them realise how adver¬ 
tising-boards cause real 
difficulties for blind and 
partially sighted people 
and to consider alterna¬ 
tive forms of advertising.

EVERY adult in the UK should consider 
making a will, and here are some of the 
reasons why. 

• Without a will, the state directs who inherits 
your estate, so the people you wish to benefit may 
get nothing. 

• Without a will, if you are married, you may 
think that your estate will pass to your spouse in any 
event, but this is not necessarily the case.

on GPs and A&E departments. 

Optometrist Tanya McNabb believes her new 
clinic is the first of its kind locally, where an 
optometrist provides only clinical care and doesn’t 
sell glasses.

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Fire authority’s budget 
set to rise to £74m 


SOUTH Wales’ fire and rescue service 
has agreed to increase the amount of 
money it takes from council tax payers by 
more than 4% next year. 

Members of the fire authority which covers 10 
local authority areas in south Wales approved the 
budget proposals for 2020/2021, which will see 
the budget contributions from those areas go up by 
4.25% which would give the service a budget of 
£74.87 million. 

The authority had consulted on a 4.5% rise, but 
it has gone with the 4.25% rise at its meeting on 
February 10. The 10 council areas that make up the 
South Wales Fire and Rescue Service area saw their 
funding from Welsh Government increase by an 
average of 4.4% in the latest provisional settlement. 

Here’s how much some areas will contribute 
compared to last year: 

Bridgend will pay £7.05m, an increase of 
£308,626 or 4.57%. Vale of Glamorgan will pay 
£6.38m, an increase of £333,013 or 5.51%. 

Rhondda Cynon Taf will pay £ 11.73m, an 
increase of £478,256 or 4.25%; Cardiff will pay 
£17.98m, an increase of £547,973 or 3.14%. 

The main changes to the fire authority budget for 
next year which increase it by £3 million: 

The pay inflation budget will increase by £lm 
or 1.5%; the fire pensions budget will go up by 
£900,000 or 1.2%; the Local Government Pension 
Scheme (LGPS) pensions budget will decrease by 
£400,000 or 0.5%; the premises budget for things 
like rates, energy and repairs will rise by £800,000 
or 1.1%; the equipment and supplies budget will 
increase by £200,000 or 0.3%; the fleet budget will 
go up by £100,000 or 0.1%; the contracted services 
budget will rise by £100,000 or 0.1%; the capital 
financing charges budget will go up by £300,000 
or 0.5%. 

There was some concern at the meeting about 
how the fire authority is going to cover pension 
costs. The Welsh Government provided a £2.8m 


grant to cover the costs of changes to fire service 
pension schemes, but the fire authority report says 
this is a reduction on the already insufficient level 
of grant provided this year and that the authority is 
already overspending on this. 

Cllr Steven Evans of Torfaen said he was con¬ 
cerned that they will have to find an extra £700,000 
to cover pension costs. Chris Barton, the treasurer 
of South Wales Fire and Rescue Authority, said: 
“They (Welsh Government) are underfunding pen¬ 
sion costs. I expect that to continue. 

“There is no prospect at this moment in time of 
additional funding.” 

Cllr Val Smith of Monmouthshire raised her 
concerns about the impact of increasing funding 
contributions to the fire authority for her council. 
She said that fire authority budgets are “like a differ¬ 
ent world” to council budgets and said that councils 
are “sort of on a shoestring.” A spokeswoman for 
the fire authority said: “The fire authority today 
agreed a 4.25% increase in its budget bringing total 
expenditure to just under £75m for the next financial 
year. 

“The budget uplift was necessary to fund a 
combination of pay increases, investment in safety 
critical equipment, appliances and fire stations and 
also to meet additional fire pension costs imposed 
by central government. 

“The service is currently funded directly from the 
10 councils in south Wales. The increase represents 
an additional 4p per week for each person in the 
fire authority’s area. Overall, the cost of the South 
Wales Fire & Rescue Service still equates to less 
than £1 per person per week.” 

The fire authority has included additional funds 
for insurance costs which are likely to rise above 
the level of inflation due to increasing premiums 
in the industry and has also set aside funding for 
the upgrade and replacement of software in fleet 
management and it has found savings in its capital 
financing charges budget.

James said: “Congratulations to 
Kaiden - beating all the competi¬ 
tion to win the all-Wales heat of 
the Electrical Apprentice of the 
Year contest is no mean feat! I 
would also like to congratulate the 
college staff who have worked so 
hard to support Kaiden and train 
him up to such a high standard.”

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Cardholders urged not to delay 
applying for new bus passes 



TRANSPORT for Wales is reaching out to card¬ 
holders who haven’t applied for their new bus 
pass yet and highlight the importance of applying 
for a new card as soon as possible to continue to 
enjoy the benefits of concessionary travel. 

The old green coloured bus passes stopped being recog¬ 
nised on the electronic scanners on buses after December 31, 
2019. A grace period was agreed with the bus operators to 
allow cardholders to continue to use the old cards but is due to 
come to an end on February 29, which means that from March 
1, only the new-style cards will be accepted for travel. 

James Price, Chief Executive of Transport for Wales, said: 
“We’ve received close to 600,000 bus pass applications over 
the past five months, with work still taking place as applica¬ 
tions continue to be processed every day to make sure we send 
out new cards as quickly as possible. 

“While it is very positive to see that the majority of regular 
bus pass passengers have received their new cards, it’s essen¬ 
tial that we remind everyone who has a yet to apply to do so 
as soon as possible to ensure they’re able to continue to enjoy 
the benefits of their bus pass after February 29. 

“If anyone is aware of a neighbour, family member or 
friend who has a bus pass, we’re asking if they can help by 
making sure they’ve applied for their replacement pass as 
soon as possible. 

“We’re continuing to work very closely with all local 
authorities and bus operators to make sure we have a smooth 
transition after the agreed grace period comes to an end. This 
is essential to make sure we’re supporting the most vulnerable 
passengers with their travel experiences.” 

The roll-out of the new cards marks a significant milestone 
for Transport for Wales, as it works towards delivering its 
vision of creating an exciting and world-class integrated 
transport network across Wales. The new cards have been 
designed so that they can be used on multiple modes of 
transport in the future. 

Transport for Wales is encouraging cardholders to apply 
online if they can via the website www.tfw.wales/travelcards. 
Online is the quickest way to apply as cardholders may not 
have to provide a new photo or documentation, as details are 
checked electronically against government databases. Support 


with applying online is available from local councils, or cardholders 
can ask someone they trust to apply on their behalf. Paper applica¬ 
tions are also available, but Transport for Wales stress that this way 
takes longer to process.

NFU Cymru members 
hear from president 


NFU president Minette 
Batters discussed the latest 
developments in the political 
sphere when she spoke at 
the recent annual Glamorgan 
county conference. 

At Grove Golf Club, Porthcawl Ms 
Batters told NFU Cymru members 
that things were now happening at 
pace. “The Conservatives won the 
election on the back of ‘Get Brexit 
Done’ and that the Brexit process 
would start on January 31. We will 
now be in a transition period where 
we will remain in the EU’s single 
market and customs union, and so will 
continue to trade with the EU27.” 

Ms Batters said that trade must 
be top of the list when it comes to 
negotiating. “We must prioritise our 
relationship with the EU first. The 
Prime Minister has set himself an 
ambitious deadline of concluding a 
Free Trade Agreement with the EU27 
by the end of 2020. It is essential 
that whatever agreement the UK 
Government reaches with the EU27, 
it delivers the most favourable access 
possible for British and Welsh farmers 
to European markets, with tariff and 
non-tariff barriers eliminated wher¬ 
ever possible. 

“Trade is the battleground and 
we simply cannot lose on this. We 


cannot have our higher standards of 
production compromised by cheaper 
imports. That just doesn’t work as you 
will put our higher standard producers 
out of business. We don’t want to see 
trade deals that allow products in that 
comply with standards that would be 
illegal if produced here in the UK.” 

Ms Batters informed those at the 
meeting about a planned mass lobby 
in London on March 25. She told 
members: “We want to be able to tell 
the next generation of farmers that 
we did everything we could and we 
need to influence the Prime Minister’s 
thinking when he is negotiating with 
the EU. If government is serious about 
supporting farmers then standards 
must be enshrined in the Agriculture 
Bill. Our high standards must not 
be jeopardised and this is a great 
opportunity for us to say we want to 
work with the politicians and decision 
makers, the importance of the NFU 
has never been greater.” 

John Davies, NFU Cymru pres¬ 
ident also addressed members on a 
number of issues currently affecting 
the industry including water quality, 
bovine TB, and the criticism that the 
farming industry is attracting from 
certain areas of the media.

Malcolm said: “I found that 
Karen’s guiding skills improved 
and she became much more 
aware. 

“Undergoing a blindfold walk 


really brought home to her how it 
feels to lose your sight. 

“As a blind person I get mobil¬ 
ity training, but that’s not the case 
for friends and family. 

“They need to know what to 
do, because we could be giving 
them the wrong advice.”

Bridgend MP talks 
to market traders 


BRIDGEND MP Jamie Wallis 
has met traders to discuss 
plans to revitalise the indoor 
market in the town. 

Gordon Woodbridge, chairman of 
the market traders, told him they had 
worked with BCBC to attract both new 
businesses into the market and also to 
make it more attractive for shoppers. 

Mr Woodbridge said that with sup¬ 
port from Bridgend Town Council as 
well, new toilets were being installed 
for shoppers which will be opening in 
a week or two. 

Mr Wallis said: “I met quite a few 
of the traders and I was very impressed 
by their commitment to making the 
market a vibrant and lively environ¬ 
ment where people will enjoy shop¬ 
ping. Bridgend has had a market since 
the 1830’s and traders moved into this 
particular building in the 1970’s. 

“Although there are still a few empty 
stalls, the traders and the council are 


working to make it relevant once again 
to a younger generation of shoppers 
more used to visiting large stores at out 
of town sites. I would urge everyone to 
pay a visit into the market and see for 
themselves the variety of stalls avail¬ 
able selling not just food but many 
other things including wool, crafts and 
haberdashery.”

PUPILS and staff at a primary 
school in Barry have been 
accredited with an award for 
speaking Welsh. 

The group of Ysgol Sant Baruc mem¬ 
bers, known as Criw Cymraeg which 
translates to the Welsh Crew in English, 
were accredited with the Welsh Language 
Charter Silver Award. 

A school spokesman said: “We have 
taken part in Gwyl Each y Fro yearly, and 
we have worked with High Street Primary 
and Barry Island to improve their use of the 
Welsh language. The Welsh language is 
at the heart of our daily life at Ysgol Sant 
Baruc and we are all very proud to be able 
to speak the language and learn about our 
culture. We also enjoy listening to many 
Welsh bands and celebrating Dydd Miwsig 
Cymru - Welsh Music Day.” 


The school has also taken part in “echo 
activities”. During half term, ever class 
studied a theme with the purpose of becom¬ 
ing more eco-friendly. 

At the end of the last term, before 
Christmas, the Eco Council shared what 
they called an “important message” with 
the rest of the school along with their aim 
to reduce energy, paper and plastic. 

Every class has taken part in various 
eco-friendly activities. Class One has been 
recycling and re-using clothes. Class Two 
has been collecting rubbish from around 
the school and weighing rubbish from 
each class. In the junior department Class 
Three has been looking at different ways 
to reduce the use of water and Class Five 
have been conducting a survey in order 
to reduce the use of energy in school and 
at home. 

The school also had a Christmas card 


competition during the first week of 
January where pupils managed to collect 
23,810 grammes of Christmas cards which 
were then recycled by the Eco Council and 
teacher Mrs Jones. 

The aim was to see which class could 
collect the most Christmas cards which 
Class Two won by collecting 6,410 
grammes - more than a quarter of the 
whole school’s collection total. 

Class Six have been learning about Fair 
Trade over the last two weeks, with help 
from Ian Johnson, the chairman of Fair 
Trade Barry, and Sarah from Fair Do’s 
shop in Cardiff. 

The class learnt about the importance of 
Fair Trade products and will now be raising 
the status of Fair Trade in the school. 

As part of their efforts to raise the issue 
of Fair Trade in the school, pupils will be 
opening a cafe with Fair Trade Products.

DAMON Smith reviews the latest 
releases. This week: Jane Austen’s plucky 
heroine (Anya Taylor-Joy) meddles in 
matters of the heart in director Autumn 
de Wilde’s period comedy EMMA... and 
a blue hedgehog (voiced by Ben Schwartz) 
from another dimension battles evil scien¬ 
tist Dr Robotnik (Jim Carrey) in SONIC 
THE HEDGEHOG. 

FILM OF THE WEEK 

EMMA (U, 125 mins) Romance/Comedy/ 
Drama. Anya Taylor-Joy, Johnny Flynn, Mia 
Goth, Callum Turner, Bill Nighy, Miranda 
Hart, Josh O’Connor, Connor Swindells, 
Rupert Graves, Gemma Whelan. Director: 
Autumn de Wilde. 

Released: February 14 (UK & Ireland) 

In Jane Austen’s 1815 novel of mismatched 
lovers, meddlesome yet well-meaning Emma 
Woodhouse informs one dashing suitor, “I always 
deserve the best treatment, because I never put up 
with any other.” 

First-time feature film director Autumn de 
Wilde and screenwriter Eleanor Catton respond 
to those demands with a spirited yet staunchly 
faithful treatment of the source text, which gal¬ 
lops over various hurdles on the characters’ 
converging paths to enduring happiness. 

Neatly bookmarked into chapters denoting the 
four seasons, this incarnation of Emma is a hand¬ 
somely upholstered and sporadically hilarious 
affair, distinguished by chocolate box production 
design and costumes. 

Anya Taylor-Joy is a snug fit for the aloof, 
shallow and adroit heroine and catalyses gently 
simmering on-screen chemistry with Johnny 
Flynn as her stiff-shirted sparring partner, Mr 
Knightley. 

Bill Nighy and Miranda Hart gleefully pocket 
hearty chuckles in colourful supporting roles 
while the latter also manages to tug heartstrings 
when her ducky spinster is on the receiving end 
of a cruel and careless side. 

The most imaginative and wickedly enjoyable 
screen adaptation of Austen’s work remains 
Amy Heckerling’s delicious 1995 teen comedy 
Clueless but de Wilde politely reminds us of 
the book’s bountiful but old-fashioned charms 
without straying far from the page. 

Emma Woodhouse (Taylor-Joy) takes personal 
credit for the happy union of her former gov¬ 
erness, Miss Taylor (Gemma Whelan), and Mr 
Weston (Rupert Graves). 

Following the nuptials, Emma reassures her 
worry-wart widower father, Mr Woodhouse 
(Nighy), that she has no intention of contriving 
her own love match - “I promise to make none 
for myself’ - and will remain by his side on the 
family’s vast country estate. 

However, Emma cannot resist interfering in 
matters of the heart and she defies the warnings 
of neighbour Mr Knightley (Flynn) to mould the 
romantic prospects of naive new acquaintance, 
Harriet Smith (Mia Goth). 

The easily influenced young woman is smitten 
with farmer Robert Martin (Connor Swindells) 
but Emma persuades Harriet to shun his advances 
in favour of buffoonish vicar Mr Elton (Josh 
O’Connor). 

Meanwhile, Emma eagerly awaits the arrival 
of Mr Weston’s son Frank Churchill (Callum 
Turner) and ruefully tolerates the constant twit¬ 
tering of spinster Miss Bates (Hart). 

Thanks to Emma’s meddling and sharp tongue, 
hearts are broken and fragile egos deflated while 
her own happiness is called into question. 

Emma fizzes pleasantly for two hours, condens¬ 
ing the book’s central themes and disentangling 
extraneous characters and narrative diversions. 

De Wilde demonstrates a light touch behind 
the camera for various set pieces including a 
well-choreographed country house ball where the 
heroine and Mr Knightley realise their true feel¬ 
ings for each other as their dancing arm s entwine. 

The characters’ hearts race faster than ours 
as Emma tearfully learns humility and Anally 
understands the meaning of “such a happiness 
when good people get together.”

Sonic hastily relocates to the forest surround¬ 
ing the sleeping Montana community of Green Hills, where generations of 
the Wachowski family have protected locals for more than 50 years.

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It’s deja vu all over again as Ireland 

squeeze the life out of Wales

THIS year’s clash between Ireland and Wales 
in Dublin promised something different, with 
two new coaches taking over after the long 
reigns of Warren Gatland and Joe Schmidt. 

In the end, however, it was time to drag out the famous Yogi 
Berra quote about deja vu, as Ireland did what they have done 
best for the last six years under Schmidt, playing risk averse 
possession rugby and squeezing the life out of Wales. 

On the 2 5-minute mark, a graphic appeared on the TV screen, 
showing Ireland with 75 per cent possession. To be honest, I was 
surprised that Wales were as high as 25. They certainly had been 
trapped in their own half all that time. 

Wayne Pivac has shown signs of how he wants Wales to play, 
with forwards appearing out wide and looking for off loads 
after committing defenders to the tackle. However, with limited 
possession we saw that only in flashes. 

In the case of the other new coach, Andy Farrell, it’s early 
days yet but so far it’s a case of ‘Meet the new boss - the same 
as the old boss’. In the last 18 months of Schmidt’s reign, Ireland 
seems to lose their intensity for some reason, but Farrell has 
re-invigorated them, particularly in defence. 

The match kicked off in the early stage of Storm Clara’s 
arrival, and the swirling wind made life difficult. As the game 
wore on, any penalty kick of more than 30 metres was routinely 
kicked into touch. 

The first 10 minutes were all Ireland. A kick ahead by left 
wing Jacob Stockdale nearly yielded a score when Dan Biggar 
collected it and was forced to touch down after being forced over 
his own line. 

It was a five-metre scrum to Ireland but there was immediate 
encouragement to Wales when M Poite penalised the Irish front 
row for not driving straight. 

The next 15-minutes saw Wales trying to find a way to get out 
of their own half, but when Ireland got hold of the ball they kept 
it, using their big men to charge into tackles, but not gaining that 
much ground. 

At centre, Ireland’s Robbie Henshaw targeted Nick Tompkins, 
and gave him a reality check after his great debut last week against 
Italy. All of a sudden, Tompkins looked a touch lightweight. 

Ireland’s best chance came on 16 minutes, when George North 
went on a one-man rush defence and the miss pass put Wales 
under severe pressue. Ireland were awarded a penalty on the 22 
metre line wide out and, presumably because of the wind, fly half 
and captain Jonny Sexton chose to kick for the comer. 

Wales held the line out drive and cleared their lines, but the 
pressure told on 21 minutes. A series of drives took Ireland close 
to the Welsh line, and the ball was moved out to full back Jordan 
Larmour. 

He stepped inside Tompkins, spun out of an attempted tackle 
by Tomos Williams, and, although Leigh Halfpenny and Josh 
Adams, got hold of him, he had enough momentum to get over 
the line. Not a try that Wales will enjoy looking at when the 
post-match debrief takes place. 

The only plus for Wales was that Sexton made a hash of the 
conversion. 

Ireland were back on the attack after the restart and things 
became worse for Wales when their most potent attacker, 
left wing Josh Adams, went off with an ankle injury. Johnny 
McNicholl replaced him. 

It was just after the 25-minute mark when Ireland were 
penalised for obstmction during the course of a line out drive, and 
at last Biggar was able to plant the kick into Irish territory. And 
they scored almost immediately. At the time, it felt like a massive 
psychological blow. 

A slick backs move took the ball left, and then the ball went 
back to the midfield as Wales probed for a gap. They found it 
when Alun Wyn Jones - out in the backs as coach Pivac wants - 
took the tackle and off-loaded to Dan Biggar. 

Tomos Williams was up in support and he raced over close 
to the posts. Before Biggar could take the conversion and give 
Wales the lead at 7 - 5, we had an interesting example of Jonny 
Sexton’s tactics with M. Poite. 

It’s generally accepted that the Sam Warburton ‘Do you mind 
if a have a quiet word, sir?’ approach works best with referees, 
but Sexton was in M. Poite’s face, nagging him to take a second 
look at the off-load from Alun Wyn to Biggar. 

M. Poite declined, saying he was happy with the try, but 
Sexton’s nagging may have had a crucial effect later on. 

More of that later. 

From the restart, Ireland were back on the attack and it was 
time for the try-scorer to blot his copybook. Ireland had forced a 
line out close to the Welsh line, but Alun Wyn took it and passed 
to his scrum half - who dropped it. 

From that knock on, Irelnd used the scrum to set up a series 


of drives, none making that much yardage but they were able to 
get close enough for Tadhg Furlong to force his was over. Sexton 
converted and Ireland led 12 - 7. 

Wales were soon back on the attack, showing plenty of variety 
in their approach, and they are certainly buying into Pivac’s 
off-loading game. 

One exchange from Biggar to Tipuric and back to Biggar 
nearly fashioned a break, but the final slipped pass to Dillon 
Lewis went astray. 

Ireland were under real pressure until they worked the ball to 
right wing Andrew Conway. The right wing was able to clear 
their lines, and Ireland used their possession game to see out the 
first half 

The second half started messily for Wales. A fumble by Biggar, 
followed by another by Tompkins, gave Ireland possession and 
when the pack launched a drive, Tipuric was penalised. Ireland 
took a quick penalty but Wales held the series of forward drives 
without too much difficulty. 

That phase of play, however, led to two players. Bigger and 
Henshaw, going off for Head Impact Assessments (HIAs). Biggar 
was replaced by Jarrod Evans and Henshaw by Keith Earls. 
Neither returned to the action. 

Ireland continued to lay siege to the Welsh line and, from a line 
out close to the line, Ireland set up a driving maul that crossed the 
Welsh line. The decision was referred to the TMO, who could 
spot nothing to indicate that M. Poite’s decision to award a try 
was incorrect. 

The try was claimed by flanker Josh van der Flier, Sexton 
converted, and it was now 19-7. 

On 48 minutes, Pivac replaced Aaron Wainwright with Ross 
Moriarty, and Gareth Davies came on for Tomos Williams, and 
they were soon back on the attack, and staying faithful to the 
ambitious off-loading game. 

On 54 minutes, we had one of those crucial moments when, 
after a series of Welsh drives, centre Hadleigh Parkes saw 
enough daylight to squeeze through a gap and stretch for the 
line, but after the TMO viewed it from several angles, it was 
a question of whether his fingertip still had contact when the 
ball was grounded. 

In truth, only the most one-eyed Welsh fan could argue the 
case and it was ruled out. 

Three minutes later there was another cmcial call. 

Ireland were penalised and Jarrod Evans kicked to the comer. 
From the line out Wales drove and then set up a series of pick 
and goes. 

They were getting closer and closer when M. Poite shouted 
“Leave it”. CJ Stander - the eventual man of the match - did not 
let go. In fact, he ripped the ball clear and M. Poite must have 
been considering a yelow card. 

Enter the afore—mentioned nagging Jonny Sexton, right in M. 
Poite’s face, insisting that Stander was on his feet and entitled to 
have his hands on the ball. If the French ref had been thinking of 
a card, it worked, and Wales continued against the full Irish 15. 

Two minutes later, with Wales still camped on the line, a 
five-metre scmm was reset three times, using up two minutes 
and, in the end, it was Wales’ Dillon Lewis who was penalised. 

You only had to see the Irish jubilation, both on the field and in 
the coaches’ box, to know how cmcial this call was! 

Wales were trailing by 12, with 15 minutes left, and Ireland 
took full advantage, kicking into Welsh territory and fiercely 
contesting possession. When they had the ball, it was safety first 
mgby, and once, after four minutes of Irish possession, Wales 
were forced into taking risks to get the ball back, and fimstratingly 
knocked on, setting up the cycle again. 

Substitutions were coming thick and fast and this is an area 
that needs looking at. At one stage the clock ticked down a full 
two minutes with no play at all, while a shuttle of replacements 
came on. 

With eight minutes to go, Wales finally regained possession, 
but they were still in their own 22. Gareth Davies went blind and 
passed to George North, who dropped it. It was a reminder of 
how successful Ireland had been in monopolising posession, as it 
seemed an age since North had touched the ball. 

Ireland had the ball back and went back to basics, with a series 
of forward drives, squeezing the life out of Wales, until they did 
put the ball out wide, where right wing Conway had acres of room 
to go over in the comer. 

Substitute outside half Ross Byrne just missed the kick but it 
was now a conclusive 24 - 7 to Ireland. 

There was time for M. Poite to give an ironic yellow card 
to - CJ Stander - with one minute left, and Wales used that last 
minute to grab a consolation try, with Justin Tipuric reaching out 
to ground the ball securely just over the line. 

Hallpenny’s conversion was the final act of the game.

THOUGH billed as a friendly, 
when the winners of their Blues 
Division met the winners of the 
equivalent Ospreys Division 
the game between Gilfach 
Goch Youth and Bridgend 
Athletic Youth was as keenly 
contested as any league fixture.
